Protecting families and neighbors from 
being devastated by an emergency is a 
challenge to everyone. 

On Mon. night May 22 from 7:30 pm 
to 9:30 pm the monthly SWNA meeting 
at St. Augustine’s Episcopal Church, 6th 
& M St. SW, will face the challenge with 
facts and action. 

Your family Go Kit - a box of emer¬ 
gency supplies - flashlight, battery radio, 
first aid kit, water - for your car trunk and 
for your home - will be explained. Top¬ 
ics will include “What if the power goes 
out?”, “What about pets?”, and “What to 
do until the Fire Dept, arrives?” 

The object is to learn how to get help 
from government agencies and what to 
do on your own before help arrives - or if 
help never arrives. 

The public schools have their plans for 
emergencies. (See www.kl2.dc.us) The 
American Red Cross has training and 
materials and actively recruits volunteers 
for emergencies. (See www.redcross.org). 
Mayor Williams has asked residents to 
visit the Emergency Information Center 
to sign up to receive text alert messages 


on your cell phone, pager, Blackberry or 
other text capable devices. 

A local resource to help neighborhoods 
think about planning for emergencies is 
the “Community Emergency Response 
Team.” It’s website is www.citizencorps. 
gov. SWNA has asked this latter group to 
attend our meeting to start a discussion of 
what Southwest residents need to know 
and actions we could take to be as safe as 
possible..

S oil samples will be collected 
this summer along the routes 
of eight miles of new gigantic 
sewer pipes planned for D.C. Holes 
will be drilled 150 to 250 feet deep 
on routes in SE DC to prepare for dig¬ 
ging storage tunnels as large as Metro 
rail tunnels to hold back wastewater 
that presently overflows directly into 
the Potomac River and its tributar¬ 
ies during heavy rainstorms. Actual 
construction of the 8 miles of tunnels 
is 6 years off. 

Washington DC and many large 


cities in the US have sewer lines 
that combine stormwater runoff and 
wastewater from homes and busi¬ 
nesses. Rather than trying to construct 
new separate lines for wastewater and 
stormwater runoff, the 8 miles of stor¬ 
age tunnels will hold back the excess 
water until it can be safely directed 
to the Blue Plains treatment plant 
before entering the Potomac River. 
This and other construction planned 
by WASA will reduce the present 3 
billion gallons of annual overflow into 
the Potomac by 96%.

Water and Sewer Authority

I 
was very concerned because it was really 
tough at first.” 

“Now,” he said, “it’s much better and 
many of my old customers are coming 
back. I’ve even got some new customers 
from the Navy Yard.” 

Even though the two businesses have 
relocated, both kept their same telephone 
numbers - Ann’s Beauty Supply (202- 
554-5588) and Kim’s Custom Tailor 
(202-554-1201). 

With developments around the Navy 
Yard and potentially hundreds of new 
customers, both Sok and Kim are opti¬ 
mistic and can see a light at the end of the 
tunnel. They are also still adjusting to the 
change and working on rebuilding their 
existing and new customer base. In a few 
months business will be back to normal 
with good growth prospects.

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Teenagers Identified in ANC Assault Case 


[Ed. Note. The following are excerpts 
quoted from a release from David 
Sobelsohn. The Southwester has deleted 
the names of the juveniles.]

“WASHINGTON, DC-On March 
2, on his way to a community meeting, 
Southwest DC Advisory Neighborhood 
Commissioner David Sobelsohn was 
beaten unconscious and robbed. With a 
severe concussion and a broken cheek, his 
face crisscrossed by stitches, Sobelsohn 
spent three days in Washington Hospi¬ 
tal Center. The police have arrested two 
suspects, both 14 years old. Both already 
have police records. 

Juvenile proceedings are confiden¬ 
tial. But a defense attorney has revealed 
the name of her teenage client: [DELET¬ 
ED] The revelation came in a subpoena 
to Commissioner Sobelsohn. The sub¬ 
poena identifies a second defendant only 
as [DELETED]. 


“[DELETED] and [DELETED] face 
charges of aggravated assault. Aggravated 
assault requires “serious bodily injury.” 

“The subpoena does not reveal 
[DELETED]’s home address. But 
Sobelsohn finds comfort in the telephone 
book: the most recent DC directory does 
not include a [DELETED] in the Com¬ 
missioners neighborhood. “It reassures 
me to think my assailants don’t live 
here but instead invaded my neighbor¬ 
hood from outside,” said Sobelsohn. “I 
have always found my community’s kids 
to be responsible, even admirable.” As 
an example, he cited Anthony Bowen 
Elementary School students who made 
a presentation, at his May 8 ANC meet¬ 
ing, about their proposal to designate the 
cherry as Washington, DC’s official fruit. 
“Marcus and Eric provide role models for 
kids all over the city,” said Sobelsohn. “I 
am proud they live in my neighborhood. 
I wish Marcus and Eric had been there 
March 2, instead of [DELETED]and 
[DELETED]. I would have invited 
them to my meeting.”

PARKING FOR CARRYOUT

T here’s a little-known, quiet cer¬ 
emony held each year at the 
Titanic Memorial, right here in 
Southwest Wash¬ 
ington. 

The Titanic 
Memorial, for 
those who may 
not know about 
it, is the statue 
located at the 
Fort McNair 
end of the walk 
along the Wash¬ 
ington Channel, 
the pink granite 
figure with out¬ 
stretched arms. 

At its base is an 
inscription that 
reads, To the 
brave men who 
perished in the 
wreck of the 
Titanic April 15, 

1912. They gave their lives that women 
and children might be saved ... Erected 
by the Women of America. It was cre¬ 
ated by Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney 
(founder of the Whitney Museum in 
New York) in 1929, and was unveiled by 
President and Mrs. Taft in 1931, though 


not at its present location in Southwest 

D.C. 

Shortly after midnight each April 
14/15, a group of tuxedo-clad men arrive 
at the Memorial 
in a limousine- 
bus following 
a commemora¬ 
tive dinner at 
The Watergate, 
a dinner of the 
type one might 
have had on the 
Titanic’s fateful 
voyage. These are 
the members of 
the Men’s Titanic 
Society, and they 
have been coming 
here every year 
for the past 27 
years in memory 
of the anniver¬ 
sary of the tragic 
sinking of the 
great ocean liner 

Titanic in 1912. 

After arriving at the Memorial, a bell 
rings, champagne is poured, and the 
men assemble on the steps of the memo¬ 
rial for a series of toasts. This year, I was 
able to witness the ceremony along with 
Carolyn Crouch of Washington Walks.
